II 

RESE ARC H  PROMOTION 


2  01  The  most  important  responsibility  of  the  Council  is  to 
promote  research  in  social  sciences.  A  number  of  schemes  are 
being  pursued  to  fulfil  this  responsibility. 


2.02  Survey  of  Research  in  Social  Sciences  :  A  major  pro¬ 
ject  undertaken  by  the  LCSSR  soon  after  its  inception  was  to 
conduct  a  Survey  of  Research  in  Social  Sciences  with  a  view  to 
identifying  trends  and  research  gaps,  determining  priorities  and 
selecting  programmes  for  special  promotional  effort  in  the 
future.  The  scheme  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the 
year.  Three  volumes  on  Economics  (Agriculture,  Val.  Ill, 
Agriculture,  Voh  iV  and  Industry,  VoL  V)  and  one  volume  on 
Public  Administration  (Voh  II)  were  published.  Action  on  the 
Second  Survey  of  Research  in  the  field  of  Psychology  and 
Geography  was  a  ho  initiated  during  the  year. 

2.03  Priority  in  Research  ;  During  the  year,  priority  areas 
in  Geography  and  Public  Administration  were  identified*  These 
have  been  published  in  the  JCSSR  Newsletter  Volume  VI, 
Nos.  3&4,  October  1975-March  1976  and  comments  from 
interested  social  scientists  have  been  invited.  These  would  be 
taken  into  account  and  the  priorities  for  research  in  these 
disciplines  would  be  finalized  in  due  course. 


2.04  Research  Projects  and  Programmes  :  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  71  proposals  were  pending  for  decision.  During  the 
year,  304  proposals  were  received.  Of  these  375  proposals,  104 
were  sanctioned  (involving  an  estimated  expenditure  of 
Rs.  22.95  lakhs)  and  165  were  rejected,  leaving  a  balance  of 
106  proposals  pending  at  the  end  of  1975-76.* 

2.05  A  list  of  the  104  research  projects  sanctioned  during 
the  year  is  given  in  Appendix  II.  Since  497  research  projects 
had  been  sanctioned  earlier,  the  total  number  of  research  pro¬ 
jects  sanctioned  up  to  31st  March  1976  is  60L 

2.06  The  progress  of  these  601  research  projects  has  been 
indicated  below  : 

(a)  Projects  transferred  from  the  Planning  Commission  :  Of 
the  45  projects  transferred  from  the  Planning  Commission, 
final  reports  have  been  received  for  43,  and  reports  of  two 
projects  are  under  revision  or  examination. 

(b)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1969-70  :  Of  the  13 
projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  of  10  have  been  received  and 
have  been  accepted;  one  report  is  under  examination  and 
ievision.  In  one  case,  the  report  has  not  yet  been  received  and 
rn  another,  the  sanction  has  been  cancelled. 

(c)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1970-71  :  Of  the 
73  projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  of  48  have  been  received  by 
the  Council.  Of  these,  46  reports  have  been  accepted.  Preli¬ 
minary  draft  reports  have  been  received  in  two  cases  which  are 
under  examination  and  revision.  Five  sanctions  were 
cancelled  and  in  the  remaining  20  cases,  the  reports  are  awaited. 

(d)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1971-72  :  Out 
of  the  103  projects  sanctioned,  reports  of  49  have  been 
received  by  the  Council.  Of  these,  46  reports  have  been 
accepted.  In  three  cases  preliminary  draft  reports  have 
been  received  and  are  under  examination  and  revision.  Five 
sanctions  have  been  cancelled  and  for  the  remaining  49  projects, 
the  reports  are  yet  to  be  received. 

(e)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1972-73  :  Of  the 
104  projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  of  52  have  been  received. 
Of  these,  29  have  been  accepted  and  the  others  are  under 
examination  and  revision.  Six  sanctions  have  been  cancelled

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and  in  the  remaining  46  cases  the  reports  are  yet  to  be  recei¬ 
ved. 

(f)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1973-74  :  Of  the 
88  projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  of  28  have  been  received. 
Of  these,  1 1  reports  have  been  accepted  and  the  others  are  under 
examination  and  revision.  Sanctions  in  four  cases  have  been 
cancelled  and  in  the  remaining  56  cases,  reports  are  yet  to  be 
received. 

(g)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1974-75  :  Of  the 
71  projects  sanctioned,  reports  in  respect  of  15  have  been 
received.  Eleven  of  these  reports  have  been  accepted  and  the 
others  are  under  examination  or  revision  and  in  the  remaining 
56  cases,  the  projects  are  in  progress. 

2.07  Research  Programmes  :  A  research  programme  is  a 
series  of  studies  spread  over  three  to  five  years  on  a  central 
theme  of  relevance  and  significance.  The  idea  is  to  develop 
such  programmes  of  research  in  selected  university  departments 
and  research  institutions.  This  scheme  was  to  have  been 
initiated  during  1973-74,  but  due  to  paucity  of  financial  re¬ 
sources  available  it  has  been  decided  to  keep  it  in  abeyance. 

2.08  Fellowships  ;  During  the  year  under  review,  no 
National  Fellowship  was  awarded. 

2.09  Seven  Senior  Research  Fellowships  were  awarded  to 
(1)  Dr.  Peter  O’brien  (2)  Dr.  A.H.H.  Abidi  (3)  Dr.  P.N. 
Mukherjee  (4)  Dr.  (Smt.)  Kalpana  Bardhan  (5)  Dr.  M.K. 
Bhattacharya  (6)  Dr.  S.P.  Tendulkar,  and  (7)  Dr.  (Smt.)  Mala- 
vika  Karlekar. 

2.10  Two  Post-doctoral  Fellowships  were  sanctioned  to 
(i)  Dr.  Hari  Singh,  and  (2)  Dr.  (Smt.)  Shaheeda  Lateef. 

2.11  One  Fellowship  was  also  sanctioned  to  an  Indian 
social  scientist,  Dr.  V.K.  Kochar,  who  was  a  research  associate 
in  John  Hopkins  University,  U.S.A.  and  who  desired  to  come  to 
India. 

2.12  In  addition  to  these,  56  regular  doctoral  fellowships, 
seven  short-term  doctoral  fellowships,  20  M.  Phil,  stipends,  54 
contingency  grants  and  three  travel  grants  were  also  sanctioned.

2.16  Sponsored  Research  Programmes  :  One  of  the  major 

recommendations  of  the  ICSSR  Review  Committee  headed  by 
Dr.  MalcolmS,  Adiseshiah  (1973-74)  was  that  the  Council 
should  sponsor  research  in  selected  areas  of  significance  and 
priority.  This  recommendation  was  accepted  by  the  Council 
and  it  was  decided  that  sponsored  research  should  be  promoted 
in  the  following  areas  :  (1)  Poverty  and  Unemployment 

(2)  Integrated  Area  Development  (3)  Law  and  Social  Change 
(4)  Muslims  (5)  Governmental  System  and  Development 
(6)  Education  (7)  Area  Planning  (8)  Social  Unrest  and  Violence 
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(9)  Studies  in  Urbanization  (10)  Area  Studies  on  Asia  (11)  Sta- 
tus  of  Women  (12)  Political  System  and  Processes  (13)  Schedu¬ 
led  Castes  and  Scheduled  Tribes  (14)  Public  Distribution 
System,  and  (15)  Social  Aspects  of  Science  and  Technology. 

It  was  estimated  that  the  programmes  will  extend  over  a 
a  period  of  five  years  and  each  would  involve  an  expenditure 
of  Rs.  10  lakhs.  Based  on  the  CoimciPs  financial  projections 
for  the  Fifth  Plan  period,  the  original  intention  was  to  launch 
all  the  1 5  programmes  simultaneously.  However,  the  actual 
annual  financial  allocations  being  substantially  less  than  what 
was  envisaged,  it  has  been  decided  to  launch  the  programmes 
in  phases  with  the  understanding  that  once  a  programme  is 
taken  up  it  would  last  for  five  years. 

In  the  first  phase,  the  following  programmes  were  taken 
up  : 

1 .  Poverty  and  Unemployment 

2.  Integrated  Area  Development 

3.  Public  Distribution  System 

4.  Social  Aspects  of  Science  and  Technology  and 

5.  Education 

Preparations  for  the  second  phase,  covering  the  following 
five  programmes,  were  initiated  in  1974-75  and  1975-76  and  it 
has  been  decided  to  start  them  during  1976-77. 

1.  Governmental  System  and  Development 

2.  Status  of  Women 

3.  taw  and  Social  Change 

4.  Studies  in  Urbanization  and 

5.  Area  Studies  on  Asia 

Preparatory  work  for  the  third  phase  is  expected  to  be 
started  during  1976-77  which  will  cover  the  following 
programmes  : 

1.  Scheduled  Castes  and  Scheduled  Tribes 

2.  Muslims 

3.  Area  Planning 

4.  Social  Unrest  and  Violence,  and 

5.  Political  Systems  and  Processes. 

These  will  be  taken  up  during  1977-78  and  1978-79. 
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2.17  The  following  brief  notes  show  the  progress  of  the  first 
and  second  phases  during  the  year  under  review. 

(a)  Poverty  and  Unemployment :  Following  approval  by 
the  Council  of  the  policy  paper  prepared  by  ProT  Pranab 
Bardhan,  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Programme  met 
twice  during  the  year  for  sponsoring  studies  for  promotion  of 
research  in  this  area.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Advisory 
Committee,  the  Council  has  so  far  sanctioned  the  following 
research  projects  :

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The  Council  has  also  sponsored,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Centre  for  Development  Studies,  Trivandrum,  a  Seminar  on 
the  “Concepts  of  and  the  Problems  of  Measurement  in  Rural 
Unemployment”  which  would  be  held  in  Trivandrum  in  July 
1976. 

(b)  Integrated  Area  Development  :  In  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  (Chairman  :  Prof.  D.T.  Lakdawala) 
the  objectives  of  the  programme  were  discussed  and  broad 
guidelines  for  commissioning  and  assigning  research  studies  for 
the  programme  were  laid  down.  On  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  Committee  in  its  subsequent  meetings,  the 
Council  has  so  far  sanctioned  12  studies  under  the  programme.

(c)  Public  Distribution  Systems  :  A  policy  paper  for  the 
programme  was  prepared  by  Dr.  (Smt.)

(f)  Law  and  Social  Change  :  The  policy  paper  prepared 
by  Prof.  Upendra  Baxi  for  development  of  this  sponsored 
research  programme  has  been  published  with  a  forward  written 
by  Justice  V.R.  Krishna  Iyer  with  a  view  to  stimulating  wide 
discussion  in  the  academic  community.  It  has  also  been  circula¬ 
ted  among  important  academic  institutions  and  noted  indivi¬ 
dual  scholars.  Workshops  were  also  organized  to  discuss  the 
paper  in  the  Universities  of  Madras,  Panjab  and  Poona.  A 
workshop  is  also  planned  in  Gauhati  University  some  time  in 
October  1976.  The  comments  received  from  the  participants  of 
these  workshops  and  the  views  of  the  individual  scholars  are 
being  collected  to  give  a  final  shape  to  the  programme. 

(g)  Governmental  Systems  and  Development  :  The  policy 
paper  prepared  by  Dr.  V.A.  Pai  Panandiker  has  been  circulated 
to  all  the  University  Departments  of  Politics  and  Public 
Administration,  and  important  institutes  of  Public  Administra¬ 
tion  and  institutes  of  Management  for  their  comments.  Dr. 
Panandiker  has  also  visited  a  few  of  the  university  depart¬ 
ments  and  institutions  to  discuss  the  paper  with  them.  The  paper 
will  be  revised  in  the  light  of  the  comments  received  from 
university  departments  and  institutions  and  published. 

(h)  Studies  in  Urbanization  :  A  seminar  to  identify  priori¬ 
ties  and  to  prepare  a  programme  of  sponsored  research  was 
organized  in  the  Tata  Institute  of  Social  Sciences,  Bombay. 
Its  main  recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  ICSSR  and 
an  Advisory  Committee  has  been  set  up,  under  the  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  Professor  M.S.  Gore  to  develop  the  programme. 

(i)  Area  Studies  on  Asia  :  A  Committee  has  been  set  up 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Professor  V.P.  Dutta  to  prepare  and 
develop  the  programme. 

(j)  Status  of  Women  :  In  commemoration  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Women’s  Year,  the  ICSSR  initiated  a  programme  of 
publications,  research  and  seminars  on  women  and  created  a 
special  unit  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Vina  Mazumdar.  This 
was  in  continuation  of  the  special  programme  sponsored  by  the 
Council  to  assist  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women 
during  1972-75,  which  had  resulted  in  the '  accumulation  of 
several  valuable  studies.  The  following  projects  were  under¬ 
taken  by  the  unit  during  1975-76  : 

1.  Synopsis  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Status 
of  Women  in  India  :  This  book  was  published  with  a 
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view  to  making  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  in  India  available 
to  a  wider  reading  public  who  may  not  have  access  to 
the  voluminous  report  itself.  The  English  and  Hindi 
versions  have  been  published.  The  Council  is  also 
assisting  different  institutions  to  bring  out  translations 
of  this  book  in  some  regional  languages. 

2.  Women  in  a  Changing  Society  ;  A  series  of  volumes 
comprising  papers  written  on  different  aspects  of 
women’s  changing  status  are  being  brought  out  in 
collaboration  with  S.N.D.T.  Women’s  University. 
Most  of  these  studies  had  been  completed  during  the 
work  of  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  in 
India  and  a  few  new  studies  were  initiated  to  com¬ 
plete  the  collections.  The  series  will  consist  of  the

3.  Women  in  a  Developing  Economy  :  A  series  of  mono¬ 
graphs  are  proposed  to  be  brought  out  on  specific 
identifiable  groups  of  women  workers,  particularly 
in  the  unorganized  sector,  whose  contribution  to  the 
nation’s  economy  is  generally  overlooked  as  marginal. 
The  studies  will  focus  attention  on  the  problems  of 
women  whose  economic  roles  are  being  affected  by  the 
process  of  development  and  modernization.  The 
following  two  monographs  have  already  been  published 
in  this  series  : 

(i)  Devaki  Jain,  From  Dissociation  to  Rehabilitation  : 
Report  on  an  Experiment  to  Promote  Self  employment 
among  Women  in  an  Urban  Area  This  report  on  the 
Self-Employed  Women’s  Association,  Ahmedabad, 
helps  to  identify  the  problems  of  the  illiterate  and  poor 
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women  seeking  self-employment  and  some  successful 
programmes  of  assistance  and  training  needed  by  them. 

(ii)  S-N.  Ranade  and  G.P.  Sinha,  Women  Construction 
Workers .  This  is  based  on  two  surveys  conducted  in 
Delhi  and  Bihar  in  1974.  The  studies  reveal  demogra¬ 
phic  and  working  conditions  of  women  in  this  largely 
unorganized  occupation. 

(iii)  The  following  new  studies  were  sanctioned  for  inclusion 
in  this  series  : 

(a)  Sulabha  Brahme,  Coolie  Women  of  Poona . 

(b)  Leela  Kasturi,  South  Indian  Migrant  Women  in  J.J. 
Colony  of  Delhi.

4.  Sources  of  Data  for  Research  on  Women :  This  is  a  series 
of  monographs  to  review  and  evaluate  both  quantita¬ 
tive  and  qualitative  data  from  various  sources  so  as  to 
identify  information  gaps  as  well  as  ambiguities  result¬ 
ing  from  the  use  of  certain  concepts  and  categories 
regarding  women’s  role  and  status.  This  is  expected 
to  be  a  very  valuable  contribution  in  developing 
research  on  women  and  improving  methods  for  collec¬ 
tion  of  data.  The  series  will  be  published  under  the 
joint  editorship  of  Dr.  B.N.  Ganguli  and  Dr.  Ashok 
Mitra.  The  following  scholars  have  agreed  to  prepare 
the  monographs  for  the  series  :  Prof,  Ashis  Bose 
(Census),  Dr,  R,  Thamarajakshi  (Rural  Labour  Force), 
Dr.  K.G.  Krishnamurthi  (Tribal  Women),  Dr.  Indira 
Rajaraman  (National  Sample  Surveys),  Dr.  P.N.  Sheth 
(Political  Participation),  Dr.  R.K.  Mathur  (Education), 
and  Shri  L.C.  Jain  (Handicrafts). 

Work  on  the  monographs  is  in  progress. 

5.  Seminars  and  Conferences  :  The  ICSSR  Collaborated 
with  the  Council  for  Social  Development  and  the  India 
International  Centre  in  organizing  a  Seminar  on 
“Optimum  Utilization  of  Women  Power  for  Develop¬ 
ment.5'  The  Council  also  extended  its  cooperation  to 
the  following  gatherings  by  sending  resource  persons  : 


(i)  Annual  Conference  of  the  Indian  Association  for 
Study  of  Population,  Bombay,  Special  Session  on 
"Status  of  Women”,  December  1975. 

(ii)  All  India  Conference  on  Women,  Indian  School  of 
Social  Sciences,  Trivandrum,  December  1975, 

(iii)  Seminar  on  Role  of  Mass  Communication  Media 
in  Changing  Attitudes  and  Prejudices  Affecting  the 
Status  of  Women,  Indian  Institute  of  Mass 
Communication  and  the  Press  Institute  of  India, 
January  1976. 

2.18  Major  Projects  :  The  following  major  projects  initia¬ 
ted  earlier  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  year  under 
review  : — 

(a)  Inter-Relationship  of  Population  Change  and  Social  and 
Economic  Change  in  India  :  During  1974-75,  the 
ICSSR  initiated  a  major  research  project  on  the  inter¬ 
relationship  of  population  change  and  social  and 
economic  change  in  India.  It  is  based  on  the  analysis 
and  utilization  of  census  and  related  data  for  the  period 
1872  to  1971.  The  project  is  estimated  to  cost 
Rs.  10  lakhs  and  is  being  implemented  in  collaboration 
with  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University.  Professor  A.K, 
Mitra  is  the  Project  Director. 

The  work  on  the  project  is  progressing  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  time  schedule  set  for  the  completion  of 
the  project.  Data  for  Lhe  first  two  volumes  have  already 
been  processed  and  will  go  to  press  very  shortly.  The 
first  volume  is  estimated  to  run  to  about  400  printed 
pages  and  the  other  to  about  500  pages. 

(b)  Study  of  Education  of  Scheduled  Castes  and  Tribes  : 
This  major  project  included  as  many  as  25  separate 
studies  conducted  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  Of 
these,  the  reports  of  22  studies  have  already  been 
received  and  those  of  the  remaining  three  studies  are 
expected  soon.  The  National  Report  of  the  study  is 
being  prepared. 

(c)  Social  Statistics,  Social  Indicators  and  Alternatives  in 
Development  ;  Another  major  project  taken  up  by  the 
Council  is  to  raise  and  maintain  a  continuous  national 
debate  on  improving  the  quality  of  life.  Several  sub- 
programmes  have  been  initiated  from  this  point  of 
view  : 
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(i)  Social  Report  :  A  report  was  commissioned  on  the 
development  of  the  Indian  Society  during  the  first  25 
years  of  independence  (1947-72).  Professor  S.C. 
Dube  is  the  general  editor  of  the  Report  which  has 
been  finalized  and  sent  to  the  press. 

(ii)  Social  Statistics  :  The  Report  of  the  National  Seminar 
on  Social  Statistics  which  was  held  in  collaboration 
with  CSO  has  been  finalized  and  sent  to  press.  Colla¬ 
boration  was  continued  with  the  Indian  Statistical 
Institute  and  the  Indian  Econometric  Society  in  organiz¬ 
ing  National  Seminars  on  the  Data  Base  of  the  Indian 
Economy  and  in  publishing  their  Reports. 

(iii)  Social  Indicators  :  Professor  M.  Mukherjee  was  invited 
to  head  a  special  division  in  the  Council  to  develop  a 
programme  of  Social  Indicators  He  has  accepted  the 
invitation  and  will  start  work  from  the  next  year.  The 
programme  is  to  be  developed  in  close  collaboration 
with  the  CSO. 

(iv)  Social  Trends  :  It  is  expected  that  the  first  publication 
in  the  series  on  social  trends  may  be  brought  out  in 
1978. 

(v)  Alternatives  in  Development  :  Efforts  are  also  being 
made  to  develop  a  debate  on  alternatives  in  develop¬ 
ment.  Work  has  already  been  initiated  in  three  areas  : 
agriculture,  education  and  health.  It  is  also  proposed 
to  discuss  the  over-aii  problem  in  all  its  aspects.  The 
programme  consists  of  publications,  discussions  and 
special  research  studies. 

2.19  Training  in  Research  Methodology  :  During  the 
year  under  review,  eight  training  courses  in  Research 
Methodology  were  organized.  Out  of  these,  three  were 
Foundation  Courses,  one  each  at  A.  N.  Sinha  Institute  of 
Social  Studies,  Patna,  Tata  Institute  of  Social  Sciences,  Bombay, 
and  Council  for  Social  Development,  New  Delhi.  A  Discipline 
Specific  Course  in  Econometrics  was  organized  at  Sardar  Patel 
Institute  of  Economic  and  Social  Research,  Ahmedabad. 
Another  Discipline  Specific  Course  in  Political  Science  was 
organized  at  the  Department  of  Political  Science,  Rajasthan 
University,  Jaipur.  A  Technique  Specific  Course  in  Data 
Processing  was  organized  at  the  Council  for  Social  Develop¬ 
ment,  New  Delhi,  During  the  year  under  review,  a  Foundation 
Course  for  Health  Administrators,  faculty  of  medical  colleges 
and  of  training  and  research  institutions  concerned  with  health, 
medical  care  and  family  planning  was  organized  at  the  National 
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Institute  of  Health  Administration  and  Education,  New  Delhi* 
In  collaboration  with  the  Institute  of  Constitutional  and 
Parliamentary  Studies,  New  Delhi,  a  Soeio-Legal  Workshop 
was  organized  at  the  Law  Faculty  of  University  of  Delhi, 
Delhi, 

2.20  Guidance  and  Counselling  Services  :  A  plan  for 
provision  of  guidance  and  counselling  services  at  a  number 
of  centres  in  different  parts  of  the  country  to  those  who 
desire  to  undertake  research  in  social  sciences  has  been 
prepared.  It  is  proposed  to  be  implemented  from  1976-77.

DOCUMENTATION  AND  BIBLIOGRAPHICAL 
SERVICES  AND  RESEARCH  INFORMATION 

3.01  Union  Catalogue  :  The  work  on  this  project  was  almost 
completed  during  the  year,  leaving  small  residual  work  to  be 
done  during  1976-77.  The  project  was,  therefore,  formally 
terminated  on  31st  March,  1976.

Volumes  in  respect  of  Maharashtra,  Gujarat  and  National 
Library,  Calcutta,  were  at  different  stages  of  editing  and  print¬ 
ing. 

3.03  Mahatma  Gandhi  Bibliography  :  The  first  issue  of  this 
bibliography  covering  800  books  wholly  and  directly  on 
Gandhiji  published  in  the  English  language  up  to 
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31st  December,  1972  was  released  on  2nd  October,  1974. 
During  the  year  under  review,  fascicules  for  the  volume  of 
books  on  Gandhiji  in  Hindi,  Sanskrit  and  Urdu  were  handed 
over  to  the  press,  These  are  at  different  stages  of  printing. 

3.04  Interlibrary  Resources  Centre  :  The  scope  of  the  Depo¬ 
sitory  Library  established  during  the  preceding  year  was 
extended  in  collaboration  with  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
University,  It  is  a  cooperative  effort  of  twelve  libraries  in 
Delhi  to  share  their  resources  with  each  other  for  the  benefit  of 
their  own  patrons  as  well  as  for  other  social  scientists  who  have 
use  of  these  resources  through  this  Centre.  It  was  re-named 
as  Interlibrary  Resources  Centre  and  inaugurated  by  Prof. 
Nurul  Hasan,  Union  Minister  for  Education,  Social  Welfare 
and  Culture  on  the  1 7th  October  1975  at  35,  Ferozshah  Road, 
New  Delhi. 

3.05  The  Centre  lias  acquired,  on  deposit,  about  40,000 
volumes  of  back  files  of  periodicals,  newspapers  and  government 
documents  which  are  available  for  consultation  for  any  social 
scientist  and  research  worker.  It  also  acquires  on  loan  from 
local  libraries,  such  other  material  which  is  not  available  at  the 
Centre  and  makes  it  available  to  the  visitors. 

3.06  The  Centre  which  is  primarily  intended  to  promote 
cooperation  among  local  libraries  for  the  use  of  social  scientists, 
attracted  quite  a  few  visitors  to  consult  its  resources.  Its  main 
beneficiaries  are  Ph.D.  students  and  research  workers  who 
visit  Delhi  from  other  places  for  consulting  material  on  their 
research  topics.  The  Centre  also  provides  xerox  copies  of 
articles  from  periodicals  or  other  abstracts  of  reports  at  nominal 
costs  to  out-station  research  workers. 

3.07  The  Interlibrary  Resources  Centre  also  maintains  a 
library  which  provides  for  consultation  a  wide  variety  of  basic 
reference  tools  in  social  sciences  including  bibliographies  and 
indexes,  abstracts,  etc.  During  the  period  under  report,  the 
library  acquired  1,302  publications  consisting  of  basic  reference 
books  in  social  sciences  and  books  on  methodology  of 
research  in  social  sciences. 

3.08  Sales  Service  :  During  the  year  under  report,  the  Sales 
Service  which  was  re  organized  during  the  year  1974-75  sold 
Government  of  India  Publications  of  the  value  of  Rs  6,400 
approximately  and  the  Council's  publications  worth  Rs.  50,000 
approximately  to  various  institutions  in  the  country. 
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3.09  In  cooperation  with  the  Controller  of  Publications,  the 
surplus  copies  of  the  1901  Census  of  India  publications  and 
reports  of  the  Tariff  Commission  were  distributed  free  to  the 
various  institutions  in  the  country* 

3.10  The  exchange  activities  of  the  Social  Science  Docu¬ 
mentation  Centre  were  also  expanded.  The  number  of  foreign 
periodicals  acquired  on  exchange  against  four  periodicals  of 
the  Council  were  as  follows  :

3.12  Granfs-in-aid  :  The  Committee  on  Documentation  Ser¬ 
vices  and  Research  Information  held  three  meetings  during  the 
period  under  report  and  considered  21  fresh  proposals  for 
financial  assistance.  The  grants-in-aid  actually  paid  during 
the  year  under  report  for  approved  fresh  proposals  as  well  as 
the  continuing  grants  paid  for  proposals  sanctioned  previously 
were  as  follows  :

4.01  The  Council  continued  to  publish  the  quarterly  ICSSR 
Newsletter  which  gives  an  account  of  its  major  activities. 
As  in  the  previous  year,  two  numbers  were  combined  in  one 
issue  for  reasons  of  economy.  The  print  order  was  5,000  as  in 
the  previous  year  and  the  total  number  of  pages  issued 
during  the  year  was  1 20. 

4.02  Journals  :  The  publication  of  the  JCSSR  Research  Abst¬ 
racts  Quarterly  containing  detailed  abstracts  of  research  pro¬ 
jects  financed  by  the  ICSSR  was  continued.  During  the  year 
Vol.  IV  (Nos.  1&2)  was  published.  It  contains  12  abstracts 
and  runs  to  170  pages. 

4.03  The  quarterly  journal,  Indian  Dissertation  Abstracts , 
started  in  1973  which  publishes  synopses  of  doctoral  disserta¬ 
tions  in  social  sciences  approved  by  Indian  Universities  was 
continued  during  the  year.  Three  numbers  of  Vol.  Ill  contain¬ 
ing  82  synopses  were  brought  out  during  the  year. 

4.04  Vol.  IV  (No.  1)  of  ICSSR  Journal  of  Abstracts  and 
Reviews — Sociology  and  Social  Anthropology  was  published 
during  the  year.  Entries  include  56  abstracts  and  46  reviews. 

4.05  The  Journal,  Indian  Psychological  Abstracts ,  gives 
detailed  abstracts  of  psychological  literature  produced  in  India 
or  abroad  on  India,  Vol.  VII  published  during  this  year  was  a 
special  issue  devoted  to  educational  and  developmental  psycho¬ 
logy.

The  brochures  will  contain  the  objectives  of  the 
project,  its  scope,  research  design,  geographical  coverage,  abs¬ 
tract  of  content,  etc.  The  documentation  of  the  following  data 
sets  was  completed  during  the  year  under  review  ;

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5.04  Data  Processing  Facilities  at  Different  Centres  :  An* 
other  new  scheme  initiated  by  the  ICSSR  during  the  year 
was  provision  of  data  processing  facilities  in  research  institutes 
located  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  A  beginning  of  this 
programme  has  been  made  with  the  supply  of  data  processing 
equipment  and  software  to  the  Tata  Institute  of  Social  Sciences, 
Bombay, 

5,05  Soon  after  its  inception,  the  Data  Archives  had  address¬ 
ed  itself  to  the  important  question  of  ensuring  better  quality  of 
data  collection,  tabulation  and  accessibility  to  data  produced 
by  large  scale  official  data  producing  agencies.  Accordingly, 
various  Working  Groups  had  been  set  up  to  ascertain  the  type 
and  magnitude  of  their  data  holding,  steps  needed  for  the 
preservation  of  such  data,  etc.  Due  to  budgetary  cuts,  how¬ 
ever,  the  negotiations  with  the  organizations  concerned  had  to 
be  slowed  down.  The  proposed  acquisition  of  the  data  of  the 
National  Sample  Survey  Organization  collected  through  its  first 
nineteen  rounds  had  also  to  be  dropped  as  it  was  felt  that  the 
organization  of  this  massive  data  was  beyond  the  manpower 
and  material  resources  likely  to  be  available  to  the  Council  in 
the  foreseeable  future. 

5,06  National  Register  of  Social  Scientists:  The  Indian  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Social  Science  Research  has  decided  to  compile  a 
National  Register  of  Social  Scientists  in  India.  This  will 
fill  a  void  in  the  important  area  of  basic  and  com¬ 
prehensive  information  about  the  Indian  social  science  com¬ 
munity,  The  Register  is  being  compiled  as  on  31st  March  1976 
and  is  proposed  to  be  up-dated  from  time  to  time.  Besides 
being  an  important  source  of  useful  information  about  Indian 
social  scientists,  their  background,  research  interests,  contribu¬ 
tions,  etc.,  it  will  at  the  same  time  help  in  assessing  (1)  availa¬ 
bility  of  professional  manpower  in  the  field  of  social  sciences  at 
any  given  time,  (2)  its  expansion  over  the  years,  (3)  its  distribu¬ 
tion  among  different  disciplines  and  parts  of  the  country,  and 
(4)  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  engaged  in  academic 
pursuits  for  the  promotion  of  social  sciences.  It  is  obvious 
that  this  exercise  would  also  help  in  better  utilization  of  pro¬ 
fessional  manpower  in  the  country. 

5.07  Given  these  objectives,  the  National  Register  of  Social 
Scientists  would  cover  scientists  engaged  in  teaching  and/or 
research  in  all  the  disciplines  falling  under  the  rubric  of  social 
sciences.  The  following  categories  of  social  scientists  would  be 
included  in  the  National  Register  :  (1)  Teachers  of  social  scie¬ 
nces  in  universities  (or  equivalent  institutions)  and  in  affiliated 
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colleges,  (2)  Social  scientists  working  in  recognized  research 
institutions,  (3)  Social  scientists  working  in  governmental 
and  semi* governmental  organizations,  (4)  Persons  engaged  in 
social  science  research  in  private  industry  or  business,  and 
(5)  Persons  who  do  not  fall  under  any  of  the  above  categories 
but  who  have  made  meaningful  contribution  to  the  field  of 
social  sciences  through  research  or  published  work. 

5.08  The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research  is  app¬ 
roaching  the  social  scientists  through  their  institutions  for  supply 
of  information  for  the  National  Register.  The  project  is  expected 
to  be  completed  in  about  two  years  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
Rs.  2  lakhs. 

VI 

INTERNATIONAL  CONTACTS  AND  COLLABORATION 

6.01  In  pursuance  of  its  policy  to  promote  closer  contacts 
between  Indian  and  overseas  social  scientists,  the  ICSSR  has 
developed  three  programmes.  Under  the  first,  assistance  is  given 
to  Indian  social  scientists,  who  have  been  invited  by  a  foreign 
country  to  stay  and  to  spend  some  time  at  selected  centres  or 
to  meeting  leading  social  scientists.  The  purpose  of  this  pro¬ 
gramme  has  also  been  extended  to  cover  maintenance  costs  of 
Indian  social  scientists  participating  in  International  Conferences 
held  outside  India,  Under  the  second  programme  leading 
social  scientists  from  abroad  are  invited  to  India  to  visit 
different  centres  and  to  hold  discussions  with  Indian  social 
scientists.  Under  the  third  programme,  efforts  are  made  to 
utilize  the  cultural  agreements  between  India  and  friendly 
nations  to  promote  contacts  and  collaboration  between  Indian 
and  overseas  social  scientists.  A  Committee  has  been  set  up 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Prof.  Rasheeduddin  Khan  to  advise 
the  Council  on  the  implementation  of  these  programmes.

6.04  Conference  of  the  Association  of  Asian  Social  Science 
Research  Councils  :  The  First  Conference  of  the  Association  of 
Asian  Social  Science  Research  Councils  was  held  at  Teheran 
from  January  21  to  25,  1976.  The  decision  to  hold  such  a  Confe¬ 
rence  was  taken  at  Simla  in  1973  at  the  Conference  on  Teaching 
and  Research  in  Social  Sciences  in  Asia.  The  Conference  was 
attended  by  delegations  from  eight  Asian  countries,  namely, 
India,  Iran,  South  Korea,  Nepal,  Pakistan,  the  Philippines,  Sri 
Lanka  and  Thailand.  Representatives  of  the  UNESCO  and  the 
UN  Asian  Centre  for  Development  Administration  Kualalum- 
pur,  as  well  as  Dr.  S.H.  Alatas,  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Malay  Studies,  University  of  Singapore  (in  his  individual 
capacity)  were  present  at  the  Conference. 

6.05  The  Indian  delegation  to  the  Conference  consisted  of 
Prof.  V.P.  Dutt,  Delhi  University,  and  Prof.  Manzoor 
Alain,  Osmania  University.  Dr.  M.S.  Adiseshiah,  Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor,  Madras  University  and  Dr.  D.D.  Narnia,  Director,  ICSSR, 
also  went  from  India  in  their  capacity  as  the  President  and 
Secretary-General  of  the  Association  respectively. 

6.06  The  Conference  adopted  a  constitution  and  discussed 
the  draft  budget  and  programme.  It  elected  the  following 
office  bearers  for  1976-78  :

6.07  Joint  Indo* Soviet  Commission  for  Cooperation  in  Social 
Sciences  :  The  Commission  is  constituted  on  the  basis  of  equal 
membership  (six  each)  from  the  Soviet  Union  and  India  and 
functions  within  the  framework  of  the  Indo-Soviet  Cultural 
Exchange  Agreement.  Prof.  Rasheeduddin  Khan  and  Acade- 
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mician  B.G.  Gafurov  are  the  Chairmen  from  the  Indian  side 
and  the  Soviet  side,  respectively.  The  Indian  side  also  functions 
as  the  Indian  Standing  Committee  for  coordinating  the  pro¬ 
grammes  and  activities  outlined  by  the  Joint  Commission. 

6.08  The  first  meeting  of  the  Commission  was  held  in 
Moscow  from  28-30  May  1975  in  the  Institute  of  Oriental 
Studies  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  the  Soviet  Union.  At 
this  meeting  the  rules  of  procedures  for  the  working  of  the 
Commission  and  ways  of  acquainting  social  scientists  with  the 
structure  of  social  science  research  in  the  two  countries,  were 
finalized.  Decisions  were  taken  regarding  :  (1)  visits  of  social 
scientists  to  the  Soviet  Union  and  India  ;  (2)  exchange  of  books 
and  journals  and  published  social  science  data  and  documents  ; 

(3)  the  establishment  of  social  science  abstract  series  in  both 
countries  and  translations  of  social  science  research  work  ; 

(4)  the  holding  of  symposia  on  specific  themes  of  mutual  in¬ 
terest  alternatively  in  India  and  the  Soviet  Union  ;  (5)  joint 
research  programmes ;  and  (6)  joint  publications. 

6,09  The  following  themes  were  identified  to  be  taken  up 
for  the  holding  of  symposia,  for  joint  research  and  joint  publi¬ 
cations  : 

(a)  Anthropology  and  Sociology 

1.  Traditional  institutions  in  the  process  of  modernization 
of  society  :  Independent  India  and  Soviet  Central  Asia. 

2.  Problems  of  secularization  in  multi-religious  societies  : 
India  and  the  USSR. 

(b)  Economics 

1.  Determinants  of  agricultural  productivity  ;  Indian  and 
Soviet  experience. 

2.  Management  of  public  state  enterprises  in  India  and  the 
USSR. 

(c)  History 

1.  Comparative  study  of  national/revolutionary  movements 
in  India  and  the  USSR. 

2.  Ancient  civilization  in  India  and  in  the  territories  of  the 
USSR  :  the  problems  of  economic  and  social  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  society. 

(d)  Economic  and  Social  Geography 

1.  Problems  of  migration  in  the  process  of  urbanization  in 
India  and  the  USSR. 
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2.  Problems  of  regional  planning  and  national  develop¬ 
ment  :  Indian  and  the  Soviet  experience, 

(e)  Political  Science  and  International  Relations 

1.  Problems  of  building  a  federal  polity  :  Indian  and  the 
Soviet  experience. 

(f)  Social  and  Political  Philosophy 

1.  Development  of  socialist  thought  in  the  USSR  and 
India  in  the  19th  and  20th  centuries. 

A  tentative  time-table  for  the  programme  was  also  drawn 
up. 


6.10  A  meeting  of  the  Indian  Standing  Committee  was  held 
on  the  7th  November  1975  at  which  a  detailed  programme 
was  drawn  up  for  implementation  of  the  various  activities  arising 
out  of  the  recommendation  made  at  the  meeting  of  the  Joint 
Commission  for  implementation  by  the  collaborating  agencies 
such  as,  the  ICSSR,  the  ICHR,  the  University  Grants  Commi¬ 
ssion,  Indian  Council  for  Cultural  Relations,  etc. 

6.11  The  secretariat  for  the  Indian  Standing  Committee  is 
provided  by  the  ICSSR, 

6.12  Cultural  Exchange  Programmes  :  The  Council  also 
tried  to  promote  the  programme  of  International  Collaboration 
through  cultural  exchange  agreements.  The  achievements 
during  the  year  were  fairly  satisfactory. 

6.13  The  Indo-Czechoslovak  Cultural  Agreement  for  1974-76; 
Under  this  programme,  the  ICSSR  sent  Prof.  Parthasarathy 
Gupta  of  the  Department  of  History,  Delhi  University  to 
Prague  to  explore  possibilities  of  cooperation  in  social  science 
research  between  India  and  Czechoslovakia.  Proposals  for 
1976  78  are  still  in  the  process  of  finalization. 

6.14  The  Xndo-Japanese  Cultural  Agreement  for  1974*75  : 
The  ICSSR  could  not  participate  in  the  programme  due  to  late 
receipt  of  the  proposal  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  Social 
Welfare  and  the  University  Grants  Commission.  Proposals  for 
1976-77  and  1977-78  are  in  the  process  of  finalization. 

6.15  The  Indo-Hungarian  Cultural  Agreement  for  1974-75: 
The  ICSSR  sent  Dr.  V.R.  Gaikwad  of  the  Institute  of 
Management,  Ahmedabad,  to  Budapest  and  received 
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Dr.  Kalman  Kulcsar  of  the  Institute  of  Hungarian  Academy 
of  Sciences  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  possibilities  of  co¬ 
operation  in  social  sciences  between  India  and  Hungary.  Their 
proposals  are  under  consideration. 

6.16  The  Indo-Hungarian  Cultural  Agreement  for  1976-77 
and  1977-78 :  The  ICSSR  proposes  to  send  Prof.  Upendra 
Baxi,  Faculty  of  Law,  Delhi  University,  to  study  legal  institu¬ 
tions  and  social  change  in  Hungary.  , 

6.17  Proposals  for  several  cultural  exchange  programmes 
are  under  finalization.  These  include  :

RESEARCH  INSTITUTES 

7.01  The  Government  of  India  transferred  the  scheme  of 
grants-in-aid  to  the  research  institutes  in  the  field  of  social 
sciences,  initiated  in  the  Fourth  Plan,  to  the  Indian  Council  of 
Social  Science  Research  with  the  start  of  the  Fifth  Five  Year 
Plan,  viz.  1st  April  1974.  The  Council  has  set  up  a  Research 
Institutes  Committee  to  look  after  this  programme. 

7.02  During  the  year  under  review,  financial  assistance 
totalling  Rs.  35.66  lakhs  was  granted  to  the  following 
institutes  :  —

The  grant-in-aid  to  the  Gandhian  Institute  of  Studies, 
Varanasi  was  not  released  due  to  certain  unavoidable  circum¬ 
stances.

REGIONAL  CENTRES 

8.01  The  Council  had  earlier  set  up  three  Regional  Centres 
at  Calcutta,  Bombay  and  Hyderabad  with  a  view  to  providing 
research  facilities  to  social  scientists  of  the  region  and  to 
undertake  various  promotional  activities  on  behalf  of  the 
Council.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  Northern  Regional 
Centre  was  set  up  on  the  campus  of  the  Jawahivrlal  Nehru 
University,  New  Delhi.  Earlier  the  functions  in  respect  of  the 
Northern  Regional  Centre  were  being  performed  by  the  Social 
Science  Documentation  Centre  of  the  ICSSR. 

8.02  The  Western  Regional  Centre  is  situated  on  the  new 
campus  of  the  University  of  Bombay,  Vidyanagari,  Kalina, 
Bombay-400029.  Its  two  buildings,  consisting  of  a  wing  of 
the  Bombay  University  New  Campus  Library  and  hostel- 
cum-guest  house,  have  been  completed  and  are  in  use  now. 

8.03  During  the  year  under  review,  the  Centre  undertook 
various  activities  for  fulfilling  its  objectives,  viz.  (I)  visits  of 
foreign  scholars,  (2)  organization  of  courses  in  research  metho¬ 
dology  and  of  workshops  and  seminars,  (3)  award  of  study 
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grants,  (4)  acquisition  of  library  materials,  and  (5)  acceptance 
of  personal  and  institutional  libraries  on  deposit  basis. 

8.04  Taking  advantage  of  the  visits  of  overseas  social 
scientists  invited  by  the  tCSSR,  the  Centre  arranged  seminars, 
workshops  and  lectures  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  research 
workers  and  interested  persons.  Research  methodology 
courses  were  organized  in  the  held  of  Sociology  and  Social 
Anthropology  at  the  University  of  Poona.  A  three-day  seminar 
on  Political  Theory  was  conducted  in  November  1975  at  the 
Centre  of  Post-graduate  Instructions  and  Research,  Panaji, 
Goa.  The  Programme  of  extension  lecture  series  was  also 
continued  during  the  year. 

8.05  During  the  year,  the  Centre  awarded  Study  Grants  to 
26  research  scholars;  and  of  these  20  scholars  availed  of  this 
facility. 

8.06  The  Eastern  Regional  Centre  at  Calcutta  maintained 
its  activities  with  regard  to  allotment  of  Study  Grants,  Organi¬ 
zing  seminars  and  lectures  and  also  programmes  for  foreign 
visitors  sponsored  by  the  ICSSR.  Study  grants  were  sanctioned 
to  12  research  scholars.  The  Centre  improved  its  library 
facilities  by  the  acquisition  of  a  considerable  number  of 
reference  books.  In  addition,  some  archival  materials  were 
collected  in  micro-films  with  regard  to  specific  research  themes 
viz.  (i)  Development  of  Leftwing  Movements  in  India,  and 
(ii)  International  Press  Conference. 

8.07  The  Eastern  Centre  collaborated  with  the  Geography 
Department  of  Calcutta  University  for  a  joint  symposium  on 
“Problems  of  Agricultural  Growth  in  India”  held  in  February 
1976  in  which  scholars  from  ail  over  India  participated. 

8.08  The  Centre  continued  to  share  its  office  accommoda¬ 
tion  with  the  Centre  for  Studies  in  Social  Sciences,  Calcutta  in 
Sir  Jadunath  Sarkaris  house.  This  arrangement  is  cramping  the 
activities  of  the  Centre.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to"  acquire  a 
vacant  plot  adjacent  to  the  present  house  and  construct  a 
building  there  for  the  Centre. 

8.09  The  Southern  Regional  Centre  is  located  at  Plyderabad 
on  the  campus  of  Osmania  University.  The  Centre  added 
two  new  blocks  to  its  already  existing  buildings,  one  for 
conferences  and  seminars  and  the  other  for  the  specific  use  of 
research  scholars.  The  Centre  continued  its  activities,  broadly 
categorised  into  (i)  Documentation  and  bibliographic  work, 
(ii)  Promotional  activities,  and  (iii)  Study  grants.  In  the 
field  of  documentation  and  bibliographic  work,  the  Centre 
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completed  the  compilation  of  bibliography  of  Telugu  books  of 
the  major  libraries  in  the  state;  and  in  respect  of  Urdu  biblio¬ 
graphy,  it  covered  several  major  libraries  in  India, 

In  addition,  work  was  done  in  collaboration  with  the  Urdu 
Promotion  Board  at  the  National  Library,  Calcutta,  Indian 
Institute  of  Islamic  Studies,  Delhi,  Indian  Council  of  Cultural 
Relations,  New  Delhi,  Darul  Uloom,  Deoband,  Naovatul 
Ulema,  Lucknow,  Khuda  Baksh  Library,  Patna,  and  Raza 
Library,  Rampur. 

8.10  The  Centre  continued  its  programme  of  organizing 
visits  and  lectures  of  the  social  scientists  to  Hyderabad  and 
other  places  during  the  year*  It  acquired  over  200  new  and  old 
books  in  Telugu  and  Urdu  on  social  sciences,  besides  some 
books  on  research  methodology  in  social  sciences.  It  also 
continued  to  subscribe  to  about  200  journals  in  English,  Telugu 
and  Urdu  which  were  not  available  in  the  Osmania  University 
and  collected  some  back  numbers  of  social  science  journals  in 
English,  Telugu  and  Urdu.  The  Oral  History  Programme  was 
developed  further  and  11  old  revolutionaries  and  national 
leaders  were  covered  in  the  programme.  Selected  bibliographies 
on  Panchayati  Raj  in  Andhra  Pradesh,  on  Scheduled  Castes 
and  Scheduled  Tribes,  on  Andhra  Pradesh  politics  and  on 
growth  of  the  Telugu  Press  were  prepared  during  the  year  at  the 
request  of  research  scholars, 

8.11  The  Centre  initiated  the  programme  of  compilation  of 
a  brochure  on  “Research  Specialisation  available  in  Social 
Science  Departments  in  Southern  Universities”  and  obtained 
relevant  information  from  13  universities  in  the  region.  It  also 
started  the  publication  of  Andhra  Pradesh  Recorder  and 
Digest  in  mimeographic  form  with  a  view  to  bringing  to  the 
notice  of  social  scientists,  in  brief,  important  items  concerning 
developments  in  Andhra  Pradesh. 

8.12  Study  grants  to  33  research  scholars  were  sanctioned. 
A  grant-in-aid  was  given  for  the  publication  of  a  Telugu 
Quarterly  in  social  science  entitled  Prasavita  which  is  published 
by  the  State  Book  Club. 

8.13  Short-term  foundation  courses  in  research  methodology 
were  conducted  by  the  Centre  in  collaboration  with  social 
science  departments  of  different  universities  at  Hyderabad, 
Tirupati  and  Trivandrum.  In  addition,  the  Centre  organized 
two  orientation  courses,  one  at  the  Post-graduate  Centre, 
Warangal  for  college  teachers  teaching  the  newly  introduced 
topic  in  the  subject  of  Economics  under  the  Osmania 
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University  jurisdiction  and  the  second  at  Guntur  for  the  Post¬ 
graduate  college  teachers  in  Commerce. 

8.14  The  Centre  collaborated  with  the  Madras  Institute  of 
Development  Studies  in  organizing  a  meeting  of  the  Heads  of 
Departments  of  social  sciences  of  the  southern  universities 
where  programmes  for  improving  social  science  research  in 
the  region  were  discussed. 

8.15  An  inter-disciplinary  research  methodology  workshop 
for  southern  universities  on  research  in  regional  planning 
with  special  reference  to  attack  against  poverty  was  organized 
in  collaboration  with  the  Madras  Institute  of  Development 
Studies.  Besides,  a  colloquium  on  the  problems  of  Indian  Ocean 
was  organized  in  January  1976  at  Hyderabad  in  collaboration 
with  the  Institute  of  Asian  Studies. 

8.16  The  Northern  Regional  Centre  which  was  established 
during  the  year  under  review  is  located  at  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
University  campus  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  ICSSR 
to  locate  such  Centres  at  the  campus  of  the  universities  or  social 
science  research  institutes.  Incidentally,  it  is  one  of  the  several 
ways  by  which  collaboration  between  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
University  and  the  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research 
has  been  established  in  respect  of  documentation  and  bibliog¬ 
raphic  services  to  be  provided  on  a  national  basis. 

8.17  The  management  of  the  Centre  is  vested  in  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University,  who  also  heads  the 
Advisory  Committee  for  the  Centre.  The  Chairman  is  assisted 
by  a  Director  of  the  Centre  who  is  appointed  by  the  ICSSR  in 
consultation  with  the  Chairman  from  amongst  the  professors  of 
the  University  in  social  science  disciplines  for  a  period  of  two 
years.  Prof.  Yogendra  Singh  has  been  appointed  as  the  first 
Honorary  Director  of  the  Northern  Centre,  Shri  Girja  Kumar, 
Librarian  of  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University,  has  been 
appointed  Honorary  Joint  Director. 

8.18  The  Centre  has  already  started  acquiring  collection  of 
basic  reference  tools  and  core  periodicals  in  social  sciences. 
This,  coupled  with  the  considerable  documentation  and  library 
facilities  of  the  University,  has  already  started  attracting  the 
academic  community  on  the  campus  as  well  as  other  visitors. 
Unlike  the  other  Regional  Centres,  the  Northern  Centre,  by 
reason  of  its  proximity  to  the  headquarters  of  the  Council  and 
its  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre,  is  expected  to  develop 
its  own  pattern  of  providing  wide-ranging  documentation 
services  in  social  sciences. 
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8.19  For  reasons  of  convenience,  tlie  Study  Grants  scheme 
is  operated  by  the  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre  under 
advice  from  the  Honorary  Director  of  the  Northern  Regional 
Centre.  For  providing  accommodation  to  the  awardees  of  the 
study  grants  as  well  as  to  other  visitors  to  the  Council,  the 
University  has  agreed  to  make  available  the  facilities  of  the 
Gomti  Hostel  at  Barakhamba  Road,  New  Delhi.  During  the 
year  under  review,  90  study  grants  were  sanctioned  to  students 
coming  from  33  Universities. 

8.20  For  the  permanent  housing  of  the  Northern  Centre, 
one  floor  of  the  Library  Building  of  the  Jawaharlai  Nehru 
University  has  been  earmarked.  The  entire  cost  of  this  floor 
will  be  paid  by  the  ICSSR.  The  floor  shall  be  the  property  of 
the  University  but  the  ICSSR  will  have  the  permanent  occu¬ 
pancy  right  in  them,  for  purposes  of  the  Regional  Centre. 

8.21  A  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  Regional  Centres  of 
the  ICSSR  was  held  at  Bombay  on  the  21st  March  1976  to 
review  the  progress  of  the  Centres  during  the  last  few  years  and 
to  chalk  out  programmes  for  the  future.  The  meeting  made 
certain  recommendations  to  streamline  and  expand  the  existing 
activities  of  the  Centres.  It  also  recommended  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  development  of  State  Centres  at  different  state  capitals 
for  administering  study  grants  for  academic  extension  progr¬ 
ammes  and  for  provision  of  specific  services  to  the  social 
scientists  in  the  state  concerned. 


IX 

COLLABORATION  WITH  OTHER  RESEARCH 
ORGANIZATIONS 

9,01  XCAR-ICSSR  Panel  :  This  Joint  Panel  had  been  set  up 
in  March  1974  for  work  on  crucial  problems  of  agricultural 
production  and  extension  in  which  the  collaboration  of  the 
two  organizations  could  be  fruitful.  The  panel  consists  of  six 
social  scientists  and  six  agricultural  scientists  nominated  by 
the  ICSSR  and  ICAR  respectively.  The  Chairmanship  and 
the  Secretaryship  rotate  between  the  two  organizations  annually 
so  that  when  a  social  scientist  is  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary 
is  from  the  ICAR  and  vice-versa. 

9,02  The  Panel  was  reconstituted  during  the  year  1975-76. 
Shri  A.  Venkataraman  was  nominated  as  Chairman  and  Prot. 
D.D.  Narula  the  Secretary.  Dr.  R.V.  Nair  was  replaced  by 
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Dr.  E.G.  Silas,  Director,  Central  Fisheries  Research  Institute; 
Dr.  D.K.  Salaunkhe,  Vice-Chancellor,  Marathwada  Krishi 
Vidyapeeth,  Parbhani  took  Dr.  Shastry’s  place.  Professor 
B.  Sarveshwar  Rao  was  nominated  in  place  of  Professor 
S.  Parthasarthy,  who  was  out  of  India. 

9.03  During  the  period  under  review,  the  Panel  continued 
its  work  satisfactorily.  Dr.  Ranjit  Sau  expanded  his  note 
detailing  the  problems  and  possibilities  of  paddy  cultivation  in 
West  Bengal.  Shri  S.L.  Bapna  and  Shri  B.R.  Murty  revised 
their  papers  on  the  “Causes  of  Slow  Increase  in  Production  of 
Bajra”.  The  papers  have  been  sent  for  publication.  The 
questionnaires  for  Household  Schedule  and  Village  Schedule 
for  the  operational  research  programme  of  the  ICAR  for  the 
Bench  Mark  Survey  have  been  finalized. 

9.04  The  deliberations  at  the  second  meeting  had  helped  to 
identify  some  crucial  problems  for  study  on  (1)  Expansion  of 
HYV  Wheat  (2)  Problems  of  seed  industry  (3)  Problems  of 
dairy  development  and  animal  husbandry  (4)  Scope  and  limita¬ 
tions  of  community  development,  and  (5)  Research  and  educa¬ 
tion  policy  for  agricultural  development. 

9.05  The  following  papers  on  these  subjects  have  been 
completed  and  will  form  the  basis  for  discussion  in-  the  third 
meeting  of  the  Pane!  : 

(1)  Ranjit  Sau,  Problems  and  Possibilities  of  Paddy  Cultiva¬ 
tion  in  West  Bengal , 

(2)  A.  Venkataraman,  Factors  contributing  to  the  Sectors  of 
Rice  Production  Programme  in  Tamil  Nadu  in  general 
and  Thanjavur  in  particular. 

(3)  S.  Patnaikand  R.  Seetharaman,  Technological  Aspects 
of  Increasing  Rice  Production  in  India.

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9.06  ICMR-ICSSR  Panel :  This  Joint  Panel  was  set  up 
during  1974*75  to  investigate  into  the  problems  relating  to 
health  and  economic  and  social  development.  The  Panel  con¬ 
sists  of  three  medical  scientists  and  three-social  scientists 
nominated  by  the  ICMR  and  ICSSR  respectively.  The  Chair¬ 
manship  and  Secretaryship  rotate  between  the  two  organizations 
annually  so  that  when  a  medical  scientist  is  the  Chairman,  the 
Secretary  is  from  the  ICSSR  and  vice-versa* 


9.07  Consequent  to  the  decision  of  the  Panel  taken  at  its 
first  meeting  held  in  November  1974,  a  number  of  research 
proposals  were  received.  These  proposals  were  considered  by 
the  Panel  at  its  second  meeting  held  on  the  9th  September  1975 
and  the  following  proposals  emerged  for  reconsideration  after 
proper  revision  in  the  light  of  the  discussions  : — 

1.  “Social  Aspects  of  Abortion  and  Sterilization”  by 
Dr.  P.K*  Devi. 


2.  “Child  Health  and  Family  Planning”  by  Dr.  Shanti 
Ghosh. 

3.  “Knowledge  and  Attitude  towards  V.D.  Patients”  by 
Dr.  C.N.  Sowamini. 


9.08  The  Committee  also  decided  to  set  up  a  small  working 
group  consisting  of  Dr.  P.K.  Bardhan,  Dr.  K.A.  Pisharoti  and 
Dr.  T.N.  Krishnan  to  evaluate  various  schemes  for  health 
delivery  system  operating  in  the  country.  It  was  decided  to 
undertake  a  joint  research  programme  on  pilot  basis  in  two 
major  regions  of  the  country  in  order  to  identify  different  types 
of  people  who  could  participate  in  health  delivery  systems.  The 
programme  is  to  be  funded  on  50:50  basis. 


9.09  It  was  also  decided  to  organize  a  seminar  on  “Alterna¬ 
tives  in  Health  Care  Systems”  at  Hyderabad  some  time  in 
October  or  November  1976.  A  steering  Committee  had  been 
set  up  to  formulate  plans  for  the  seminar  and  to  organize  it. 


9.10  CSXRICSSR  Panel :  Under  the  auspices  of  this  Joint 
Panel,  a  project  on  “Science  Policy  Studies  in  India”  has  been 
completed  and  is  now  under  publication.

OTHER  PROGRAMMES 

10.01  Development  Grants  for  Professional  Organization  of 
Social  Scientists  :  Under  the  scheme  to  support  and  reinforce 
the  institutional  structure  of  social  sciences,  the  ICSSR  offers 
a  non-recurring  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000  for  the  purchase  of 
equipments,  etc.,  and  a  recurring  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000  per 
annum  for  a  period  of  five  years  on  the  condition  that  the 
beneficiary  professional  organization  raises  not  less  than 
Rs.  3,000  per  annum  from  its  own  resources.  During  the  year 
1975-76,  grants-in-aid  were  sanctioned  to  the  following 
institutions  :

10,02  Seminars  :  The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science 
Research  rendered  financial  assistance  to  the  following  semi¬ 
nars/conferences  during  the  period  under  review. 

(1)  Seminar  for  Law  Teachers  :  A  one-day  discussion  was 
organized  on  the  29th  December  1975  between  the  Law 
Teachers  and  the  Social  Scientists  on  the  occasion  of  the  15th 
Conference  of  the  All  India  Law  Teachers  Association  under 
the  joint  auspices  of  the  ICSSR  and  the  All  India  Law  Teachers 
Association.  The  objective  of  the  discussion  was  to  focus 
thought  on  ‘Informal  Dispute  Settlement  and  Socio-Legal 
Change.”  A  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  1 ,500  was  sanctioned  for  the 
seminar. 

(2)  International  Conference  on  Rural  Settlements  in  Mon¬ 
soon  Lands  ;  An  International  Conference  on  “Rural  Settlements 
in  Monsoon  Lands”  was  held  at  Varanasi  from  1-6  December 
1975  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  International  Geographical 
Congress  Commission  on  Rural  Settlements  in  Monsoon  Lands, 
the  Department  of  Geography,  Banaras  Hindu  University, 
Varanasi,  and  the  National  Geographical  Society  of  India.  A 
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grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  2,673.70  was  sanctioned  by  the  ICSSR  to 
meet  the  expenditure  on  travel  of  five  Indian  participants. 

(3)  Twenty  fifth  Pugwash  Conference  on  Science  and  World 
Affairs — “Development,  Resources  and  World  Security”  : 
The  Indian  Pugwash  Society  organized  the  twenty-fifth 
Pugwash  General  Conference  on  Science  and  World  Affairs  at 
Madras  from  13-19  January  1976  on  the  theme  of 
‘‘Development,  Resources  and  World  Security”.  Seventy-eight 
scientists  from  34  countries  from  every  area  of  the  world, 
together  with  10  observers  from  international  organizations 
met  in  live  working  groups  to  consider  the  following  topics  : 
(1)  Alternative  Development  Strategies  for  Developing  Coun¬ 
tries  ;  (2)  Social  and  Professional  Responsibilities  of  Scientists 
and  Technologists  in  relation  to  Development ;  (3)  The  Evolv¬ 
ing  International  System  and  its  Implications  for  the  Develop¬ 
ment  and  Security  of  the  Developing  countries  ;  (4)  Current 
Issues  of  Nuclear  Arms  Control  and  Non-proliferation  with 
special  reference  to  problems  of  Developing  Countries,  and 
(5)  Current  Issues  of  Conventional  Arms  Control,  including 
CBW,  with  special  reference  to  the  problems  of  Developing 
Countries.  A  number  of  Indian  social  scientists  participated  in 
the  discussions  on  behalf  of  the  ICSSR.  The  Council  gave  a 
grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  23,750  to  the  Pugwash  Society  to  meet 
part  of  the  expenditure  of  the  Conference. 

10.03  Study  Team  :  The  Study  Team  set  up  by  the  ICSSR 
and  the  University  Grants  Commission,  in  collaboration  with 
the  ICAR,  ICMR  and  the  AICTH  to  report  on  the  Role  of 
Social  Sciences  in  Education  for  Agriculture,  Engineering 
and  Medicine  submitted  its  Report  in  September  1975.  The 
Report  was  accepted  by  the  Council  and  copies  of  it  were  sent 
to  all  agencies  and  organizations  concerned  with  the  subject. 


10,04  The  General  Body  of  the  Indian  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Medical  Education  considered  the  Report  of 
the  Study  Team  at  its  meeting  held  at  Kanpur  on  the  1 3th 
January  1976.  The  Association  welcomed  the  Report,  broadly 
endorsed  the  strategy  it  recommended  and  stressed  the  need  to 
start  vigorous  implementation  of  the  recommendations.  In 
concrete  terms,  the  Association  adopted  a  Resolution  enunciat¬ 
ing  a  seven  point  programme  which  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Council  for  implementation  in  collaboration  with  the  agencies 
concerned.  The  Council  has  also  decided  that  in  so  far  as 
Medical  education  is  concerned,  the  recommendations  of  the 
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Study  Team  may  be  implemented  through  and  in  collaboration 
with  the  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Medical  Educa¬ 
tion  and,  to  the  extent  necessary,  with  the  Indian  Medical 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

10,05  For  the  implementation  of  the  Study  Team’s  recom¬ 
mendations  in  regard  to  Agriculture  and  Engineering,  the  Coun¬ 
cil  is  pursuing  the  matter  with  the  Indian  Council  of  Agricul¬ 
tural  Research  and  the  All  India  Council  for  Technical  Educa¬ 
tion,

ADVISORY  ROLE  OF  THE  ICSSR 

11.01  Projects  undertaken  by  Foreign  Scholars  in  India: 
One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Council  is  to  advise  the 
Government  of  India  in  respect  of  research  in  social  sciences 
proposed  to  be  undertaken  by  overseas  scholars  in  India.  The 
Council  received  during  the  year  26  references  from  the 
Government  and  its  advice  was  tendered  after  detailed  scrutiny 
of  each  of  the  proposals  by  a  special  committee  constituted  for 
the  purpose. 

11.02  Approval  of  Institutions  for  Exemption  from  Income- 
tax  under  Section  35  (1)  (iii)  of  the  Indian  Income-Tax  Act, 
1961  :  The  Council  has  been  designated  by  the  Government  of 
India  as  the  prescribed  authority  to  advise  the  Government  on 
approval  of  institutions/organizations  for  exemption  from 
Income-tax  under  Section  35  (1)  (iii)  of  the  Indian  Income-Tax 
Act  1961.  During  the  year  under  report,  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Council,  the  approval  of  the  following  institutions/ 
organizations  under  Section  35(1)  (iii)  of  the  Indian  Income 
Tax  Act,  1961  has  been  notified  by  the  Government  in  the 
Gazette  of  India  :

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12,07  Budget  and  Accounts  :  During  the  year  under  review, 
a  sum  of  Rs.  91.96  lakhs  both  under  Plan  and  Non-Plan 
was  sanctioned  by  the  Government  of  India  as  grant-in-aid  to 
the  Council.  A  sum  of  Rs.  40  lakhs  was  received  as  grants- 
in-aid  from  the  Government  of  India  towards  maintenance 
and  development  grant  for  Research  Institutions  doing 
research  in  social  sciences.  Besides  this,  a  sum  of  Rs.  7.25 
lakhs  was  received  as  a  grant-in-aid  from  the  Ford  Foundation 
and  Rs-  2.13  lakhs  as  matching  grants  from  the  Govern¬ 
ments  of  Maharashtra  and  Andhra  Pradesh  for  ICSSR 
Regional  Centres  at  Bombay  and  Hyderabad.  Miscellaneous 
receipts,  recoveries,  etc.  of  the  Council  during  the  year 
1975-76  were  Rs.  3.95  lakhs.  A  balance  of  Rs.  4,36  lakhs  was 
carried  forward  from  last  year’s  Dollar  Account.  In  all  a  sum 
of  Rs.  149-65  lakhs  was  thus  available  to  the  Council  during 
the  year  1975-76.  Against  this,  the  actual  expenditure  of  the 
Council  during  the  year  1975-76  was  Rs.  142.97  lakhs. 

The  accounts  of  the  Council  for  the  year  1974-75  were 
audited  by  A.G.C.R.  in  November-December,  1975.  A  copy 
of  the  Annual  Accounts  of  the  Council  duly  certified  by  the 
A.G.C.R.  along  with  covering  letter  is  given  in  Appendix  V. 

12.08  Grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  :  The  Ford  Founda¬ 
tion  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  $4,62,450  to  the  ICSSR 
(10  per  cent  of  the  grant  is  reserved  for  ICHR).  Out  of 
this,  a  sum  of  Rs.  29,30,091  was  received  up  to  1974-75 
and  Rs.  7,25,726  during  the  year  1975-76,  thus  making 
a  total  grant  ofRs.  36,55,817  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1975-76. 
As  against  this,  a  sum  of  Rs.  24,90,625  was  spent  up  to  1974*75 
and  Rs.  9,36,029  during  the  year  1975-76.  The  total  progres¬ 
sive  expenditure  up  to  the  end  of  March  1976  was  thus 
Rs.  34,2 6,654.  This  included  an  expenditure  of  Rs.  15.21,093 
on  International  Training  and  Travel  for  the  staff  of  the  Docu¬ 
mentation  Centre  and  Dam  Archives  and  Overseas  and  Indian 
Social  Scientists,  Rs.  12,11,525  on  purchase  of  equipment  for 
Documentation  Centre  and  Data  Archives  and  Rs.  6,94,036  on 
the  acquisition  of  materials  and  Publications  including  machine 
readable  data.
